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RAILROAD RATE NOT A TAX. 


* 

In the current agitation against | 
railroads and the demands on the 
part of certain sections of the country 
that the government be given rate 
making powers there has been no at- 
tempt to show just what proportion! 
the present freight rate bears in the 
cost of commodities tothe consumer. 
That has been left severely alone by 
the advocates of government regula- 
tion. 

Let us see to what extent the pre- 
sent freight rate is a tax. Taking 
Chicago. the commercial center of the 
great Middle West, as a basis on which 
to figure, the proportion that freight 
rates bear to this cost in the Missouri 
river states is almost infinitesimal. 

There is no need to fear that the 
people of the Middle West ever will 
be compelled to go half clothed because 
of the tariffs on clothing and hats and 
shoes. or suffer the pangs of hunger 
on account of the rates of sugar, coffee. 
meats or flour. 

On a 88 pair of shoes which cost 
$1.98 to manufacture and are sold to 
the jobber at $2.15 and to the retailer 
at $2.30 the cost of transportation from 
Ghicago to the Missouri river points 
is exactlv.016. On a hat of the same 
price which costs 81.87!¢ to manufac- 
ture, which is sold to the jobber at 
$1.874¢ and in turn to the retailer at 
$2.40, the cost added to it by freight 
is only .004. 

On a suit of clothes which cost you 
830, the freight rate over the same 
distance added just four cents to that 
price. It cost the manufacturer 816 
to make the suit and the retailer paid 
for it $21. 

The pound of coffee and the pound 
of sugar you purchased for your break- | 
fast cup were increased in cost to vou 
by reason of the freight from Chicago 
to the Missouri river just .0027 cents 
each. On your beefsteak, for which 
you paid 22 cents a pound, the freight 
took as its toll for delivery the tiny 
amount of 002. 

To the man of family, the flour 
barrel is of interest. He has learned’ 
from his wife that in each barrel of 
there are 250 
The flour costs him 
$6.15. approximately, for a barrel 
weighing 200 pounds. Transportation 
costs for this barrel 22 cents. Figured 
down to the actual amount to the 
cost of a loaf of bread, we find the 
so-called rate ‘‘tax’’ has increase 1 the 
cost just .00088 of one cent. 

Is the complaint of high rates logical 
or fair, in view of these figures, which 
are easy of verification? Is there anv 
reason to beileve that governmental 
regulation of rates will aid.in any 
way to lower them? In the opinion 
of experts ia economics the tendency 
will be just the reverse. 

Under government control the 
straight distance tariff wil! be insti- 
tuted—it of necessity must be because 
of constitutional provisions. , As 
this the time, in the height of *pros- 
perity made possible by intelligent 
adjustment of rates, to change the 
system?
